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Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The Schramm reference discloses a swab 
feature that includes both a chamber and a sample tube. Applicant argues that Schramm discloses in Figures 7-9 two sample containers 
serially connected instead of one swab containing both a container and a sample tube. However, there are no limitations in the 
independent claims which indicate that the sample tube cannot be removably connected to the chamber and the rest of the swab 
structure. In the interpretation of Schramm as detailed in the previous Office Action, the sample tube is part of the swab, and the fact that 
it is separable does not mean that it is not a feature of the overall swab structure. The entire structure of Figure 7 (minus the wand 
assembly 43) is considered to be the "swab," wherein the swab includes a sample tube 37 and a chamber 39. 
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
